“Henry J. Kaiser proposes to 
raise privately $52,000,000 to com- 
piete Fontana as a great, fully in-

{ total private loan would be 60 odd 
million dollars. It is proposed 
that the Reconstruction Finance 
corporation authorize this addi- 
tional loan.” 

Mr. Gock issued his statement 
concerning Mr. Kaiser and the 
future of the Fontana plant after 
the California legislators unanim- 
ously adopted a joint resolution 
valling upon the federal govern- 
ment to provide for the prompt 
recenversion of the Fontana 
plant and other ‘western industry 
to peace-time operation under 
their present managements. 

“The Bank of America will be 
giad to take many ‘million’ dollars 1 
ef this loan,” Mr. Gock’s statement. 
continued. “I am confident that 
other western banks as well as 
those in the entire country will 
want to share with us in providing 
the full amount necessary. 

Mr. Gock expressed the belief 
that President Truman will coop- 
erate in the drive to complete the 
Fontana plant and make it the 
center of a growing post war 
western economy. 


Mr. Kaiser was highly elated 
over Mr. Gock’s statement and 
emphasized that only proper 
R.F.C. financial arrangements 


were needed to insure the comple- 
tion of the Fontana plant. 

The Fontana mill, Mr. Kaiser 
said, would be converted to pro- 
duce sheet and thin-rolled steel for 
new industries. He predicted Fon- 
tana would be able to compete in 
making of steel for refrigerators, 
stoves, water heaters, pipe, tin 
cans and other products.

Proposed Bill 
To Affect Area 


Postwar modernization of Cali- 
| fornia’s highway system, as pro- 
vided in Assembly Bill 1850, known 
as the limited access highway law 
of 1945, has been approved. by the 
state assembly with a vote of 60 
to 11. 

This measure authorizes the. im- 
provement of 2700 miles of rural 
state highways to modern limited 
access standards, in accordance 
with traffic needs, plus the de- 
velopment of a maximum of 600 
miles of metropolitan freeways in 
California's seven urban areas. 

The bill, as approved by the As- 
sembly, recognizes modern engin- 
eering principles of highway con- 
struction, Assemblyman Stream, 
author of the bill, pointed out. It 
| authorizes the acquisition of ade- 
quate rights of way, to be protec- 
ted against commercial encroach- 
ment, and the construction, where 
justified by traffic conditions, of 
divided traffic lanes, free from 
iateral interference;- controlled or 
Separated intersections, controlled 
access, and other approved safety 
features to be found in modern 
highway construction. The sys- 
tem, he stated, will provide 
through inter-state routes, north- 
south and east-west, with mini- 
mum of traffic interruption and 
maximum safety.
